There is an institution of the -state 


that has been established exclusively 
for the public and for the benefit of 
every citizen in the commonwealth. 
It is the State "Museum at Harris- 
burg, where a collection is being 
made of every kind of mineral, ani- 
mal, bird, insect, flower, specimen of 
tree, and historical relic from each 
.county of the state. 


Bedford County should be well 


represented in this institution, which 
is laVing a foundation invaluable for 
future years.x The purpose of the 
various divisions of the museum is as 
follows: Division of Zoology. Where 
can be seen the animals in their re- 
spective haunts and natural sur- 
roundings; many "valuable features 
for the agriculturist; where infor- 
mation may be obtained in Teference 
to the birds, insects and animals of 
the locality that are helpful or de- 
strtictive to crops. 
- IMrision of Geology. Since Penn- 
sylvania is rich in minerals, there 
shoTild"he placed before the people, of 
the commonwealth one of "the best 
.state - mineral exhibits found in the 
Union. 
This should- include miner- 


alogy", paleontology and industrial 
geology. 
Each county-»ln the state 


should be w,ell represented by it's re- 
spective* minerals, -the coals, irons}, 
oils, clays, - glass - sands, 
building 


stones",' etc., with maps and charts 
showing where located". The educa- 
tional and industrial should-be'close- 
lyvalllejd to be" of use to the^common- 
wealth?

A Division of Botany with speci- 


mens helpful in learning the differ- 
ent species of trees, their uses and 
their woods; the care of forest pre- 
serves, as well as the flowers and 
plants used for beautifying or for 
their chemical and medicinal quali- 
ties. Many fossil plants of the coal 
fields of "Pennsylvania are on exhibi- 
tion at the Museum. With the reali- 
zation of the Capitol Park extension, 
it would be pleasing to see every 
tree, shrub and flower native in the 
state planted and labeled, as far as 
practicable, within its grounds. 


A Division of Archaeology. Penn- 


sylvania should be well known by a 
collection -from the contents of the 
mounds that have been unearthed, 
which tells of an early people in- 
habiting the state, antedating the 
American Indian. These implements 
3f history, arts and crafts should be 
gathered at the Museum, that our 
present and future generations could 
tiave a more definite knowledge of 
;hese early peoples. Following this, 
,he American Indian collection should 
ae arranged and preserved. 
There 


ire several good collections in the 
state, now obtainable, and in a fey 
^ears these may be scattered and 
ost.

Tomato Worm and Its Parasite 
A specimen of what the sender de- 


scribed as "a peculiar tomato worm," 
because of being covered with "white 
attachments," was sent to State Zo- 
ologist Surface, trom Chambersburg. 
The Professor, m acknowledging its 
receipt, gave the following explana- 
tion of the worm and its "attach- 
ments." 


"The larva which you sent to us is 


the Tomato worm, which is the im- 
mature or larval stage of the Hawk 
moth or Humming-bird moth, which" 
\ou o'ten see flying around tubular 
flowers in the evening. Where they 
are numctoub, they are easily killed 
b\ arsenical sprajing 


"The little white objects upon your 


specimen aie the cocoons of intenral 
parasites, which when they become 
winged are small, wasp-like insects, 
that are quite beneficial becausa they 


otroy these pests. 
It is not infie-! 


quent that some of the larger species 
of caterpillar-,, 01 so-called woims, 
are soon covered with small cocoons 
These are often mistaken for e;;go 
Of course, insects in the larval stage 
are not mature or adult, and, there- 
fore, they do not lay eggs. 
These 


little elongate oval bodies attached to 
one end of the larva, contain the little 
parasite, which have resulted in in- 
juring it so that it will not be able to 
transform to the adult or matin-i 
stage. 
They, of course, should be 


protected by simply preserving them 
where I hey are seen. 
It will not be 


long until the contents of the cocoons 
cut their way through, and fly away 
to seek other victims of this or simi- 
lar species."

1-! An insect in a bottle^came to Prof. 
Surface, State Zoologist, which was 
sent to him from Montoursville, Ly- 
cqming County. It was reported as 
infesting quince trees, and informa- 
tion was asked as to what can be 
done to save the trees. 


The reply of Professor Surface was 


as follows: 


"The insect which you sent to us is 


the adult or mature form of the 
Round-headed apple-tree borer. 
In 


its larval stage it bores not only be- 
neath the bark, but also beneath the 
wood of apple trees, especially young 
trees, and is. liable to cut them off and 
entirely destroy the tree. 
A friend 


of mine near Waynesboro, Pa., has 
an orchard so badly infested and in- 
jured by this pest that he was really 
about-to lose the entire orchard, and 
did loose several trees which were in 
such condition, that they then re- 
mained beyond hope. Under my di- 
rection he applied bisulfide of carbon, 
which is a foul-smelling, liquid that 
evaporates with poisonous fumes." 


."There are two ways of applying 


this. One is to inject it into holes 
with a " spring bottom oil can, and 
then close the holes with mud, and 
the other is to dip small tufts of cot- 
ton into "the liquid and put these into 
the holes or injured / places in -the 
bark, and cover them with a handful 
of mud. 
My friend cleaned up his 


orchard nicely, and the trees are now 
thrifty and in good condition. 


"This pest attacks the pome fruits 


o£ apple, pear and quince, and can be 
prevented by painting at this time of 
year with raw linseed oil and pure 
white lead. Remember this is only to 
prevent them from entering. 
When 


they are inside they should be killed 
by such fumes as I mentioned, or 
with knife and wire. The carbon bi- 
sulfide prevents damage to the trees 
by cutting."

What Is the use of all our Bible 


study if it does not assure to u^ at 
least three things—salvation and the 
assurance of it, a dally life to, glorify 
God, a consuming desire to give the 
gospel to all that Jesus may come again 
and set up His kingdom.- If we take 
the beginning and end of this.epistle 
we learn that the Lord Jesus Christ 
gave Himself for our sins that He 
might deliver us from this present evil 
world; that in the power of His cross, 
we being crucified to the world and 
the world to us, we might live as new 
creatures (i, 4; vi, 14, 15). 


The epistle then covers specially the 


second of the three things just men- 
tioned, the daily life to God's glory 
(i, 24). It must be the Son of God re- 
vealed in us, not I, but Christ living in 
me, and never weary in well doing 
(i, 16; II, 20; vi, 9). This life will not 
be manifest unless we are clear upon 
the first topic above-mentioned, the as- 
surance of our salvation, wholly upon 
the ground of Christ's having been 
made a curse for us and that we by 
faith in Him are considered as having 
been cracified with Him and thus re- 
deemed from the curae of the law. 


In Romans we learn tfiat we have no 


righteousness, in_ I Corinthians that 
we have no wisdom and in II Corin- 
thians that we have no strength, but 
that in Christ and in Him alone' we 
tiave all three, righteousness, ^wisdom 
and strength, and all wholly of grace, 
without any desert on our part or by- 


y works of ours whatever. Now, 


these Galatians were being taught by 
false teachers that grace was not suf- 
ficient, but that there must be a cer- 
tain keeping of the law. 
And Paul 


tells them that this Is not the gospel 
which be preached to them, but anoth- 


gospel, a perversion of the gospel 


of Chi 1st, and that those who give 
heed to it are fallen from grace, not 
ost, but losing the joy of that salva- 
ion which is wholly of grace (i, 6-9, 
v, 4). 


In Christ not only is there deliver 


ance from the curse of the law, but a 
freedom in His service which Is im- 
possible to those who are working for 
salvation instead of working because 
:hey have salvation as the free gift of 
3od. 
Oh, how great is the love of Him 


who gave Himself for our sins! We 
should meditate upon it and upon Him 
until we are consumed by it and by it 
constrained to live wholly for Him. 
Who shall accomplish this in us? Even 
he Spirit who is mentioned In the few 
verses of our lesson seven times. The 
disciples under the teaching of Christ 
'or two or three years never became 
what He Intended they should be un- 
til at Pentecost they were filled with 
he Spirit. Then we see such a change 
hat even their enemies were compel 
ed to acknowledge that they had been 
with Jesus. Notice, then, in our lesson 
hat we are to walk In the Spirit, be 
ed of the Spirit and live in the Spirit 
16, 18, 25) and manifest the fruit of 
the Spirit, which is love, joy, peace, 
ong suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
'aith, meekness, temperance. 
Each of 


lie eight may be said to be a mani- 
festation of the first, for love covers 
all, love Is the fulfilling of the law 
verse 14; Rom. xiii, 10). Some one 
ias said that jsy Is love exulting, peace 
s love in repose, and so with all the 
others, each being some manifestation 
of love. God is love, and love la kind 
(I John iv, 8, 16; I Cor. xiii, 4). If love 
always ruled us, how manifest the life 
of Jesus would be and how greatly 
God would be glorified In us! When 
we remember that the Spirit who 
dwelleth in us as the children of God 
earneth for us even unto jealous envy 
Jas. iv. 5, It. V., maifun), de^iretb us 
'ar more tbau \ve desire Him. what can 
be the hindrance to the manifestation 
of this love except the power of the 
flesh described in our lesson, which re- 
mains in e\ cry believer and is so di- 
ectly opposite to all tha* is of the 
Spirit?
